A secret session on the armed forcea of Chile was extremaly short, and confined 
to a proposal and discussion on e change in the organization end discipline 

of the Chilean Army so as to make it similar to the Russian Army. No names 

of Communist members in the armed forces were mentioned during the meeting, 

but it was confirmed thg » Communist Party hes active members in all branches. 
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one of the sipnificant features of tix tress was that 
the recent split develooing in the Commmist Party (see was ¢ vite 25X1A 


pronounced. This division is@litting the Party into follovers of Carlos 
Contreras Laborea and. those of Ricardo Fonseca. [ Fonseca's 
policy is one of trying to attract other leftist groups into the Communist 
sphere. He has been actively attempting to line things up so that the Soctalist 
Party might be approached to join the Communist program in Chile, , This policy 
of Fonseca's began as far back as when he was a Communist youth leadex, and 
tried to form a “liberation of youth" movenent with help from other lef ftist 
groups. Contreras, on the other hand, believes that the Commmists should be 


the ones to join other roups, thereby gaining power for a few Comunist leaders. 


According to Contreras, the Commnmist Party mst do. ing possible to gain 
power and get into the Government. nl © strength of 
Fonseca is proving, while Contreras was relefa secondary inportance 
throughout the entire Communist Congress. In fact, in the final session of the 
Congress, in a apeech by Galo Gonzalez, the most noteworthy item, rot included 
in newopaper accounts of this speech, was a severe attack on Contreras Laberea. 
Gonzalez charged that Contreras, as Secretary General of the Party, had made 
many ristakes, and should retire from any directive post in the Party. He added 
that the Party was extremely grateful for Contreras’ past wrk, and did not vant 
him to leave the Party altogether, but he would have to ansver a list of charges 
before the "Control Bureau." 


The possibility of repressive measures by the Government against the Communist 
Party, while mentioned in one of the resolutions passed in a secret session 

(see paragraph 1, d above), was not mentioned from the platform in open sessions. : 
However, a creat deal of personal discussion of this possibility took place 

enong those attending the mectings. Members of the Central Conmittee are reported 
to have indicated that they expected such measures to be taken shortly. A need 
for mere secrecy and sreeter security within the Party was stressed. 
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
